2.1 Document Dl is considered to be the prior art 

closest to the subject matter of claim 1. Said 
document discloses (the references in parentheses 
are to document Dl) a service vehicle (13) that 
is detachably connected to a wheelset-machining 
tool (1) (see the last three lines on page 5 and 
the first three lines on page 6) . 



2.2 The subject matter of claim 1 therefore differs 
from the known device, consisting of a service 
vehicle and a wheelset-machining tool in that the 
service vehicle comprises a device for supporting 
wheels that are not being machined. 



2.3 The subject matter of claim 1 is therefore novel 
(PCT Article 33(2)) .

2.4 The problem addressed by the present invention can 
consequently be regarded as that of dispensing 
with the need for an auxiliary device for 
supporting wheels that are not being machined. 



2.5 The solution to the above problem, as proposed in 
claim 1 of the present application, involves an 
inventive step (PCT Article 33(3)) since a service 
vehicle with a supporting device for wheels that 
are not being machined is not known from the 
available prior art, nor is it rendered obvious 
thereby . 



3.1 Claims 2 to 4 are dependent on claim 1 and, in 

consequence, likewise satisfy the requirements of 
the PCT in respect of novelty and inventive step. 
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
